$125; cabin boys, $16 to $25; carpenter, $75. This
will bo noticed as a mest remarkable falling off
from the wages paid but a short time since.

A correspondent of tho Richmond Dispatch

writes from Lexington, Va., September 21 : The

town is again crowded with students, nearly all of

the States being represented. All are busy
making preparations for tho session which has

just begun. Washington College opened on Thurs¬

day. Four hundred students matriculated, and

large numbers have arrived ainco. Now there are

over five hundred here, and more still expected.

Great excitement was occasioned in Petersburg,

travelling in a buggy. The Express says: "On
the way there the crowd of colored men made
several attempts to ill use the prisoners, and were

only prevented by the strenuous efforts of tho
officers. The greatest excitement prevailed along
the route, and on Sycamore street, and in the
Court House yard tho attack upon the prisoners
wat renewed by the colored crowd, but
Mayor COLLIES having ordered thc crowd to
disperse, under the threat of calling out the mili¬
tary, the officers succeeded in getting tho robbers
safely secured io jail without injury. By the ex¬
ertions of tho colored citizens, aided by thc
offioers, two more were captured in the evening.

THE !>IAjf\ QUESTION.

Under the above heading the New York
Tribune recently said: "Shall four millions

of our countrymen be henceforth serfs and out¬

casts in the land of their birth, with their de¬
scendants through all generations ! Such is

the great question remaining to be solved by
thejudgment and votes of the American people."
The Tribune understands that passions must

be appealed to in order to be successful in the

approaching elections. It remembers how
successful were the slanders and falsehoods
uttered against the South, in strengthening
the Radical party, in tcp elections of the last

year, and it feels that the life of tho party
will be lost, unless the minds of men can be
excited by some imaginary ovil. Every reader
of the Tribune knows tha't there is no abler or¬

gan of party, on either side, than is that

paper, and it sees cloarly the weakness
of the party in power. If a false issue

can be made, the party may bo saved, and
this issue the Tribune seeks to make. It

iees tariff questions agitating the party. It
knows that Sunday laws and liquor laws are

questions on which the party will be divided,
and the formidable question of the United
States debt looms up before it as a rock, on

which the party must eventually split. Mr.
GREELEY and his coadjutors are too shrewd
and aile as politicians, not to know that men

will seize upon living issues, and that no party
can be kept long together after it has accom¬

plished its work. The Radical party was

organized for the purpose of preventing
the extension of slavery, and later in its career

it stood on the ground of general emancipation
of the slaws of tho South. In this they sue-1
ceeded, and unless the party take a step in

advance, it must fall to pieces, and in falling
to pieces HORACE GREELEY, CHARLES SUMNER,
HENRY WILSON, and the other Radical leaders
would lose the fruits of power. WENDELL
PHIL-.n's beckons them to take another leap
forward. He wants "negro suffrage," and
ic spite of any resistance "negro suffrage"
must be a plank in the Radical platform, or

the party must go to pieces before the next

Presidential canvas will be over. There are

issues of vital importance which are necessari¬

ly pressing themselves on the country, and the

party which merely represents what was a

great issue, must give way to those who have

work to do. In this country there is no room

for idlers ; and this is as true of political parties
aa Ii ta of »adiv-idtinl*. Unies- n pul l\ hun

something new to offer, ¡ts past victories are

very soon forgotten. Even military men in
this country pass rapidly from before the pnb-
lic. Their popularity is soon destroyed. With
rest to tho soldier, comes forgetfulness of his
deeds. The Tribune knows that when there
are no new issues to be made, the party must
fall to pieces by its own weight, and conse¬

quently it advocates * manhood suffrage." ll
knows that the American poople will not staud
still, and that it is necessary to adopt this doc¬
trine even at the risk of defeat. Defeat on

this issue would probably give tho party a

rallying point, and an opportunity of recover¬

ing lost ground, but shrinking from this posi¬
tion would be annihilation.
The Tribune, however mis-states the question,

when it asks if "four millions of our country¬
men shall bc henceforth serfs and outcasts in
the land of their birth, with their descendants
through nil goncratious." There is not a single
State among those that formerly held slaves in
which every black man is not entitled to equal
rightB before the law. There is not a single
State in which the liberty, life afld property of
the black man is not fully protected, as fully
as aro the rights of any of our citizens. The
South on going into the war, knew what were

the issues. Wc were defeated, and honestly
and manfully accepted the defeat and its con¬

sequences. The abolition of slavery was one

of these consequor-cos, and the present Consti¬
tution of this Stale, framed by tho most promi¬
nent and influential of our citizens declares
that "the slaves in South Carolina having
been emancipated by the action of the United
States authorities, uoither slavery nor involun¬

tary servitude exoept as a punishment for

crime, whereof the party shall have been duly
convicted, shall ever be re-established in this
State." Kvery other State in the South has

incorporated similar provisions in its funda¬
mental law, and all have accepted the Consti¬
tutional Amendment. The United States Gov¬
ernment has passed a Civil Rights Bill which
in case any State refuses to give justice to any
citizen, enables that citizen to appeal to the
United States Courts. How then, under these
circumstances can any portion of the people of
the United States be reduced to the condition
of serfs or outcasts'.' There is but one way in

which this eau be done, and that is by fol¬

lowing Messrs. PHILLIPS, GREELEY, STEVENS,
& Co., and going outside of and overriding
the Constitution : by rejecting that compact,
and by using towards minorities similar op¬
pression to that which is now practised towards
ten Southern States.
Thc true question now before the people is

whether the liberty and the rights of thirty-
two millions of white men shall be taken away
for the purpose of enabling Mr. GREELEY and
his coadjutors to carry out their schemes for

power, disguised under the name ol' philan¬
thropy. In other words, the true question is
whether political machinations shall succeed
in giving to four millions of blacks " manhood
suffrage," at the price of the sacrifice of the

rights of thirty-two millions of whites, whose
rights have been guaranteed to them by the
Constitution. Mr. WENOELL PHILLIPS states
the whole matter much more fairly than does
Mr. GREELEY, and thal the Radicals will follow
his teachings, if they have the power so to do,
no one familiar with the political history of tho
Inst fifteen years will deny. In that period he
has regularly educated the parly up to his
standard. He has made opinion, and they
have profited by his teaohings. Speaking, re¬

cently, of the issuing of the Amnesty Procla¬
mation, he said : '11 consider the issuing of the
Amneaty Proclamation by the President au act

of as gross resistance, as would be an armed
resistance to Congress, lt indicates a treason¬

able state of mind and purpose. It is nothing
but another effort to build up rebeldom

In other words, he holds that the exercise
of constitutional powers vested ia thc Execu¬
tive alone is treason. Congress represents the

ruling majority. Congress should, therefore,
have absolute power, and he who does any con-

ätitutional act winch Congres? might not desire
him (o do, is guilty of I reason.

lu thc saino conversation Mr. l'uii.LlPH niuo
pays ; "My idea, therefore, is that the first
act of Congress should be to impeach thc Pres¬
ident. Thc ucxt, that Congress should incor

porate in the Constitution three more limitn-
tiona over Slate sovereignty: First, that no

State 9hould ever discriminate in the elective
franchise on account of race or color, and, if I
had my individual way, on account of sex:

second, that every State should have a system
of free schools, and, if they omitted to do that,
the national Government should do it nt tho

expense of the State 60 negligent: and third-
which ought, however, to be first-that every
mau, every person boru, on American soil, or

of American parents anywhere, is a citizen
both of the nation and State to which the

parents belong. That is, I would put the defi¬
nition of citizenship and the protection of thc
citizen in the hands ol' the national Govern¬
ment, and make them universal instead of
local. And, indeed, 1 shall not think the war

is ended till these amendments arc incorpo¬
rated in the American Constitution."

tionally, but by Congress. That body, accord¬

ing to this theory, should hold thc reins of

government; sweep away all checks and bftl-
balances: grant "manhood suffrage" and
"womanhood suffrige" loo, in time: destroy
State lines, and leave in the hands ol' a shift¬

ing, changing majority all of the powers of
an absolute despotism.
The Radical party must either staud or fall

on the question ol' whether Hie Constitution
shall be preserved or destroyed. If the coun¬

try is to bo saved, it must be saved by a ver¬

dict of the people in favor of constitutional
liberty. It may lake lime to decide the ques¬
tion; but whenever it is fairly and squarely
made, the blood of '7tj will be found still

coursing in the veins of the American people.
It is vain for the Tribune, and the other leaders
of the party, to veil and disguise thc issue be¬

fore tho people. There can be no slavery, no

serfdom, no making of oiii/asts under the Con¬

stitution. There can be all of these and worse

whenever Radical theories are triumphant.
Despotism must and will come if they prevail-
come as bitterly to the North as it has already
come to tho South. The troe point for the

American people to decide is, whether we

shall have the Constitution, or whether it shall
be destroyed forever. Thc wish may be with
us the father of tho thought, but we cannot

believe that our people will ever consent to sur-,
ronde» their liberty. We believe that they will
assert tho dignity of the Constitution and pre¬
serve thoir rights. When the day of awaking
comes, there will be no degraded State or

sisterhood of States. All will be free to work

out, united and in harmony, the high destinies

of the American Union.
